A correspondent conversed w ith two of 
the fleeing blacks, who are very intelligent 
They are Luke Jelferson and Joseph Butler. 
Jefferson is over

y ou tho colored folks are scared.

been a heap of had niggers in the county , 
and we’se to suffer for them. 
Four men 
came to my house, M onday , and told me 1 
hail to go and all other darkies around me.

Butler has 
a good education, is
